O Tories warn opposition: We’ll use gun registry vote 
as ammo against you O Gun-control advocates say 
fight isn’t over for lobby groups 


Politics have clouded the Conservatives’ 
attempt to scrap the long-gun registry, 
but they see a silver lining in the 
aftermath of yesterday’s cliff-hanger vote 
— it’s fodder for the campaign trail. 

MPs voted 153-151 to kill a Tory 
private member’s bill to scrap the 
registiy, taking the hot-button issue off 
the legislative table for this session. 

But the Conservatives say the razor- 
thin vote margin shows that the tide is 
turning and the political fight will rage 
on. 

They warned opposition MPs that the 
issue will be front and centre in the next 
election. And they plan to target MPs in 
rural ridings who changed their votes af¬ 
ter saying they would support scrapping 
the registiy. 

Toiy MP Candice Hoeppner, who spon¬ 
sored the bill, said opposition MPs who 
did an about-face will pay the price at the 
ballot box. 

Prime Minister Stephen Harper said 
the vote result will only embolden his 
party. 

“After 15 years, opposition to the long-

gun registry is stronger than it has ever 
been,” he said.

The blast originated in 
a home owned by Dwayne 
Poirier and 47-year-old 
Jeanne Cathleen Heard 
and also killed Craig Hu¬ 
ber and Brad Winter, who 
were in the house next 
door. 

Police have ruled that 
Poirier’s death was not 


criminal but the other 
three have been ruled as 
homicides. 

Area resident James 
Wong says he’s shocked 
that nothing has been 
done to clean up the mess 
and thinks the city ought 
to be doing something. 


The city says it will not 
be touching the worst-hit 
properties, which are the 
three destroyed in the 
blast, because that clean¬ 
up is a matter to be set¬ 
tled between the 
homeowners and their in¬ 
surance companies.

Pilot partially 
blamed for 
2008 tragedy 


O Airline knew pilot was willing to fly in bad weather 
O Pilot mentioned conditions during preflight briefing 


Pilot bravado, poor weath¬ 
er and pressure from the 
customer became the dead¬ 
ly mix of circumstances 
that led to a plane crashing 
into an island off B.C.’s 
coast, killing seven people, 
the Transportation Safety 
Board says. 

The report, released yes¬ 
terday, said because of the 
low cloud cover, pilot Peter 
McLeod had only seconds 
to react before the Grum¬ 
man Goose slammed into 
Thormanby Island just 
north of Vancouver in No¬ 
vember 2008. 

While the report said 
multiple factors con¬ 
tributed to the crash, inves¬ 
tigators highlighted 

McLeod’s attitude, the com-

mon disregard for regula¬ 
tions that govern weather 
limits for visual flight rules, 
and Transport Canada’s 
lack of enforcement of 
those regulations. 

“This experienced pilot 
decided to undertake this 


flight despite the weather 
conditions,” said TSB inves¬ 
tigator-in-charge Travis Sh- 
elongosky. 

“His ‘can-do’ attitude 
was supported by previous 
successful flights in mar¬ 
ginal weather.” 

Pacific Coastal was con¬ 
cerned enough about 
McLeod’s decisions to wor¬ 
ry that he was influencing 
other company pilots and 
raising customer expecta¬ 
tions, the report stated. 

“At least one fishing 
lodge owner favoured the 
accident pilot because he 
flew customers in and out 
when other Pacific Coastal 
pilots would not,” Shelon- 
gosky told the media.

Canada’s space program is 
entering a new era.

The Canadian Space 
Agency made a $ 6-million 
announcement that con¬ 
firmed yesterday its deep¬ 
ening involvement in the 
business of building vehi¬ 
cles that can scurry along 
the surface of the moon, 
Mars and beyond. 

The space agency has 
long been recognized for 
the Canadarms that oper¬ 
ate aboard U.S. space shut¬ 
tles and the International 
Space Station.

“We have the capability, 
we have the technology, so 
this is really something 
that we have been focus¬ 
ing on,” said Jean-Claude 
Piedboeuf, who is in 
charge of developing fu¬ 
ture exploration technolo¬ 
gies at the space agency. 

“The rover is the next 
step beyond the manipula¬ 
tor arms, where we are al¬ 
ready well established.” 

The CSA is also working 
on a pair of lunar rovers.

New dino 
discovery 
made in 
Utah 

Scientists said yesterday 
they’ve discovered fossils 
in the southern Utah 
desert of two new di¬ 
nosaur species closely re¬ 
lated to the Triceratops, 
including one with 15 
horns on its large head. 

The discovery of the 
new plant-eating species 
— including Kosmocer- 
atops richardsoni, consid¬ 
ered the most 
ornate-headed dinosaur 
known to man — was re¬ 
ported yesterday in the 
online scientific journal 
PLoS ONE, produced by 


2 length, in 
metres, of the 
Utahceratops’ skull. 
The creature is 
believed to have 
weighed about three 
to four tonnes.

The other dinosaur, 
which has five horns and 
is the larger of the two, 
was dubbed Utahceratops 
gettyi. 

“It’s not every day that 
you find two rhino-sized 
dinosaurs that are differ¬ 
ent from all the other di¬ 
nosaurs found in North 
America,” said Mark 
Loewen, a Utah Museum 
of Natural History paleon¬ 
tologist and an author of 
the paper published in 
PLoS ONE.

Tax increase 
in provinces 
damages retail 


Retail sales took a pound¬ 
ing in July in three 
provinces that increased 
their sales tax, driving the 
sector into negative territo¬ 
ry countrywide. 

Statistics Canada report¬ 
ed yesterday that retail 
sales fell 0.1 per cent to 
$35.9 billion across Canada 
in July. That was far weaker 
than the consensus predic¬ 
tion of a 0.6 per cent gain, 
as Canadians spent less on 
furniture, home furnish¬ 
ings, electronics and appli¬ 
ances. 


But the surprising weak¬ 
ness was only registered in 
Ontario and British Colum¬ 
bia, which introduced the 
new harmonized sales tax 
on July 1, and Nova Scotia, 
which hiked its HST by two 
percentage points. 

Nova Scotia sales were 
down 5.3 per cent, the 
largest decline of any 
province, B.C. was off 0.4 
per cent and Ontario sales 
dipped 0.3 per cent.

After three seasons of 
showing off his abs as Ja¬ 
son Stackhouse on HBO’s 
True Blood, Australian ac¬ 
tor Ryan Kwanten is let¬ 
ting his voice do the 
heavy lifting in the ani¬ 
mated Legend of the 
Guardians: the Owls of 
Ga’Hoole, based on the 
popular book series. 
Kwanten stars as Kludd, a 
young owl abducted and 
corrupted by the malevo¬ 
lent Nyra (Helen Mirren). 
He sat down with Metro 
to talk about playing a 
bad guy, getting animated 
and the benefits of True 
Blood. 

Even though he's ostensibly 
one of the villains, you don't 


consider Kludd an “evil” 
character 

No, because I think it’s 
such an overused word — 
and a misunderstood 
word. And I think Kludd is 
just more of a guy — well, 
an owl, I should say — 
searching for recognition, 
you know? I’ve read inter¬ 
views with people who’ve 
played serial killers — not 
that Kludd’s a serial killer 
by any stretch of the imag¬ 
ination — but you play the 
reality of the situation. 
And the sanity or insanity 
of the person is not for you 
to judge. 

Since this is an animated film, 
did you work with your co- 
stars at all? 

Never. We saw it yester¬ 
day for the first time. It 
was really interesting to 
see the sort of seamless di¬ 
alogue and how natural it 


seemed, too. I guess they 
got so many hundreds of 
thousands of variations of 
the dialogue that at least 
one of them was going to 
match up. 

So you didn't spend a lot of 
time with Helen Mirren? 

Oh, we’re best friends. 
Helen and I go way back, 
(laughs). On paper we have 
many, many scenes togeth¬ 
er, but in reality we never 
saw each other. That’s the 
nature of the beast when it 
comes to animation. 

How did you like doing your 
first animated film? 

I thought it was really 
interesting to suspend dis¬ 
belief beyond the normal 
realm, because already as 
actors you get told, “You’re 
in a set, you’re with anoth¬ 
er actor, you have your 
props. Now make this 


world real.” And in the ani¬ 
mation world, you don’t 
have any of those things at 
your disposal. All you have 
is your voice. All sorts of 
various owl characteris¬ 
tics, we were doing. The 
huffing and puffing and 
the grunting. Kludd’s full 
of all sorts of weird and 
wonderful noises. 

Were you worried that the 
film might be a bit too 
intense for kids? 

My thought is that it 
was never going to be your 
average kids animation 
film anyway. When you 
amalgamate the guys who 
brought you Happy Feet 
with Zaclc Snyder — and 
even the list of actors that 
he chose. It was never go¬ 
ing to be your stock, stan¬ 
dard one-dimensional 
family film. I didn’t want 
to do that anyway. You sort 


of hope to push the bound¬ 
aries. 

How do you pick the films 
you do between seasons of 
True Blood? 

I’ve fortunately gotten 
myself into the rare posi¬ 
tion now of being able to 
pick and choose things 
based on how they cre¬ 
atively inspire me, as op¬ 
posed to when I first came 
out here. You sort of have 
to bite the bullet a little bit 
and just establish yourself. 
So I think fortunately True 
Blood has put me in the 
position now where I can 
demand roles on the basis 
of whether they inspire 
me or not. The beauty of it, 
too, is this hiatus I did two 
films, the last one I did 
four films. In fact I end up 
working harder on my so- 
called break than I do 
when I’m on the show.

“Nucky ran 
the city, and the fact 
that he was treasurer 
was even more 
interesting to me — he 
wasn’t even the mayor, 
he was the guy behind 
the guy, basically, but 
he was ‘the man.’” 

“We wanted to think outside 
the box from the real Nucky," 
Winter says of casting the char¬ 
acter. “If we wanted to cast a 
physical archetype, Jim 
Gandolfini sort of resembled 
him. But, you know, Marty 
(Scorsese) and I said, ‘Let’s for¬ 
get about what the guy looked 
like and let's just look for the 
most interesting choice.'" 

“There's something that's 
very, very strong on the camera 
with Steve as a character,” 
Scorsese adds. 

"(Nucky) likes be¬ 
ing a politician, and 
he likes being a 
leader," says 
Buscemi. "He is 
present- 


either on the 
trolley or 
you can 
be put six 
feet under." 

"He's a prag¬ 
matist, too,” adds 
Scorsese. “He's practical. 

He's put in the position of 
being a treasurer. Yet the 
treasurer runs the city in a 
sense, and ultimately...

“(Nucky) certainly has a 
dark side, but there's certainly 
a lot of humor that goes along 
with it," says Buscemi. "I think

Grace recognizes the 
dominance of Judge Judy.

If you’re wondering who to 
thank for all the attention 
soft rock icons Hall and 
Oates have been getting 
lately, talk to Montreal/New 
York duo Chromeo. The 
band has been espousing 
the greatness of the 80s pop 
group for years and they’re 
not about to stop. 

“When we started doing 
interviews we would talk 
about Hall and Oates and 
now they’re a Pitchfork 
band,” says Dave Maclclo- 
vitch, who goes by the 
moniker Dave 1. “Daryl Hall 
would be the first to tell you 
that we get partial credit for 
that.” 

Thanks to all that talk, 
and the band’s soft rock 
electro sounds, many 
thought the group (which 
also includes Patrick 
Gemayel, or P-Thugg) were a 
joke band.

Macklovitch admits it

For many, the thought of 
buying art can be daunt¬ 
ing. But adding art to your 
home and displaying it 
well doesn’t necessitate 
spending a fortune or hir¬ 
ing an expert to hang it. 
You can do it all on your 
own and on a budget. 

Manny Neubacher and 
Anya Shor, founders of The 
Art Stylists — a Toronto- 
based free art consultation 
service providing art solu¬ 
tions for homes businesses 
and event spaces — say the 
number one rule when 
choosing art is to pick 
something that speaks to 
you. In essence, you should 
love it. After all, you’ll be 
looking at it every day. 

“Art is the quickest way 
to change the feeling in a 
room,” explains Shor, 
adding that if you have a 
specific wall in mind for 
where the art will go, 
measure it so you know 
your limitations. “If you se¬ 
lect a piece that’s too large 


or too small for the wall it 
will look odd,” she adds. 

One way to really add 
impact to a hallway or din¬ 
ing room wall is by hang¬ 
ing multiple pieces of ait 
in a gallery style. 

“But you need to make 
sure all the art pieces work 
with one another in some 
way,” says Shor. Whether 
it’s the subject matter, 
colour, size or framing, 
there should be one ele¬ 
ment that ties them all to¬ 
gether in an interesting 
way. 

When it comes to small 
spaces, Neubacher says: 
“Try not to overwhelm it 
with a frame that is too 
loud or too strong, unless 
everything else is minimal 
and subdued.” 

And always be sure to 
have a firm budget in 
place. “It’s great to know 
how much you want to 
spend on your art before 
you start looking,” advises 
Neubacher.
